Mr. Ferris, an expert electrician 
and a representative of the General 
Electric Co., of Schneetady, N. Y., 
was present and gave the council the 
benefit of his experience and knowl­ 
edge of the old machine, and ex­ 
plained the benefits the city would 
derive by placing up-to-date ma­ 
chinery in the city’s plant. 
The 
subject was canvassed thoroughly, 
and after considering the matter in 
all its phases it was very wisely de­ 
cided 
to purchase a 2.4(H) light 
dynamo, including switch board and 
exciter, at a cost of $2,(H)(), and a 
contract was entered into. 
When 
the new machinery arrives and is 
placed in position the plant will be 
complete and in first.classcondition. 
In the meantime the General Electric 
Co. has tendered the city the use of 
a dynamo which will be here and put 
in operation at once, probably by 
the first of the week, which will be 
operated until the new machinery 
arrives. 
The people of Brainerd 
will certainly commend the council 
in their action as it is an improve­ 
ment which should have been made 
long ago and made doubly necessary 
by the recent unavoidable accidents 
to the plant.

“ The ‘new diplom acy ’ of Sir E d m u n d 
Mon son is as old as the United States, 
ind his speech means merely that E u ro 
pean powers have learned to respect it 
From the days when 
Benjamin F r a n k ­ 
lin was our m in ister a t Paris until now 
American 
envoys and our system of 
plain dealing have been laughed a t by 
the great scholars of continental d ip lo ­ 
macy. 
The American minister haH a l ­ 
ways been n creature more or less apart. 
T here were conferences, disputes, d is­ 
cussions and intrigues in the d iplom atic 
circle 
of 
every capital, 
bnt because 
America was far aw a y and had n o t yet 
become a world power the Am erican 
minister was never taken into these 
councils. 
“ Our diplomacy will change. It m ust 
diaijge, because hereafter our men m u st 
g i \ e their lives to th e study of world 
making. As it is now a man is a p p o i n t ­ 
ed from private life and sent to serve 
his country in n foreign land. 
He m ay 
not speak the language. 
Few of our 
ministers are 
conversant w ith 
other 
tongues. Ho knows nothing of th e hah 
its, customs and traditions of the people 
among whom ho is sent 
lie is u nfa 
m iliar w ith court usage, except as it is 
briefly laid dow n in his Instruction. 
Most of these things he is c o m p e lle d to 
learn from the clerk or servant left at 
the legation by the preceding m in is te r 
or he m ust ask m any em barrassing end 
foolish questions of the dean of th e d i p ­ 
lomatic corps. 
“ It can be seen at what a g re a t dis 
advantage the American 
m in iste r 
is 
placed. T h e diplom atists of E urope are 
reared for their profession. In all conn 
tries they m u st be men of good social 
position 
and 
possessed of 
sufficient 
means to support thorn during th e ir a p ­ 
prenticeship, 
when 
they 
receive 
no 
money. 
They are compelled to pass so- 
vtro examinations before they a r e ac 
cepted, an exam ination more extended 
in its soope than th a t necessary for the 
degroo of A. B. in the United States. 
If accepted, they remain in the diplo 
m atioservice un til death or resignation 
These men start as attaches end g r a d u ­ 
ally work their way by merit and in flu ­ 
ence to the position of m inister p le n i­ 
potentiary or 
embassador 
T h e y are 
changed from post to post, so th a t they 
become fam iliar with the politics and 
people of m a n y lands. With such valu 
able training they are able to perform 
im portant service. 
Our m inisters have 
no trainin g whatever, and, no m a tte r 
how intelligent he may be, it takes a 
new man at least a y ear in a poht before 
he can begin to do valuable work 
The 
handicap of not knowing the la n g u a g e 
cannot he exaggerated. 
“ Such are our diplomatists as co m ­ 
pared w ith those of Europe. 
T h o only 
thing tbut saves our disadvantage from 
being fatal is our system of procedure— 
the 'n e w d iplo m acy ’ of Hir E d m o n d 
Monson 
To begin with, other nations 
address 
their communications in the 
language of the country addressed nr in 
French. 
Our ministers send all d i s ­ 
patches to the government to w h ic h 
th ey are accredited in English. 
This 
has kelped to m ake tho E n g lish lan 
gunge a 
rival to French as a court 
tonguo. We forced it upon them, b l u n t ­ 
ly, doggedly, ju st as we are now forcing 
upon them cur system of diplom acy 
“ A European diplomat works by in 
triguo and dissimulation, 
llis use fu l­ 
ness depends greatly upon tho i n f o r m a ­ 
tion he gains secretly. 
T w o h u n d r e d 
years ago a great Englishm an rem arked, 
‘We send our ministers to lie abroad. 
T h e American diplomacy has a lw a y s 
been the reverse of this. We ask for w h a t 
we w a n t and insist upon it. 
O u r corre­ 
spondence is polite, but brief, to the 
point and forceful. 
Secretary O l n e y ’s 
letters and 
instructions were a lw a y s 
plain and succinct. 
Ho was w o n t to 
write, ‘Present this m atter to t h e g ov­ 
ernm ent, explain onr position a n d tell 
them th a t wo m ust and will insist th a t 
onr dem ands bo granted.' 
“ On the other side the policy was one 
of delay— long, vexatious delay. Hubtcr* 
foges were resorted to anti t h e m a in 
question evaded, often until there were a 
L<nv secretary of state and a new m inis 
ter, an d then the question w o u ld bo a l ­ 
lowed to drop, or else would be begun 
all over again 
In few cases h ave wo 
been m e t w ith a flat refusal. 
In such 
cases we have dissented and allowed the 
m atter to stand undecided w ith o u t r e ­ 
ceding from our position. I11 m a n y cou n ­ 
tries today there ure such questions, and 
a t intervals they are revived u n til at 
last American persistence gains its end. 
“ This straightforward way of pro­ 
ceeding was the object of ridicule until 
Am erica's advent as a world power. 
Now it is established by long precedent 
t h a t we will neither deceive n o r p erm it 
deception. Sir E d m u n d Monson w a s tho 
first to give this realization p u b lic u t ­ 
terance. 
T h a t it has been k n o w n and 
th e result foreseen for a Jong tim e is 
shown by E n g la n d 's adoption o f it as a j 
polioy. 
The 'new diplomacy,* in t h e ! 


popular m ean in g of the word, ia not 
diplomacy a t all. It is simply knowing 
What we w an t, fearlessly saying it and 
insisting upon it witii a disregard of 
consequences. 
“ Befote th e w a r with Hpain seemed 
even protmhlo n French diplom at said 
to mo: ‘You Americans cannot keep out 
of the great fam ily much longer. W hen 
tho day arrives for your interest in “ the 
open door” an d in the eastern questions 
to buootne real a n d im mediate, yon will 
have to abandon your present diplo­ 
macy. It is only a question of time. ’ The 
first part of his prodiction has oomo 
true, but except in regard to our school­ 
ing of diplom ats it is the old world that 
must, change and not th e n e w . **— N e w 
York Journal.

Sir Edmund Monson’• speech, follow* 
sd as it has been by tbe speech of Joseph' 
Chamberlain, is regarded by tbe Eng­ 
irt! aud French press as definitely an­ 
nouncing England’s adoption of tbe 
’new diplomacy.” Persons in unofficial 
life have been vaguely guessing the 
meaning of the phrase and wondering 
what part America plays In the game. 
Here is an explanation given by a dip- 
uniat of tbe United States recently re­ 
turn cd from bls post. 
’’The ’new diplomacy’ of Sir Edmond 
Monson is as old aa tbe United States, 
md his speech means merely that Euro­ 
pean powers have learned to respect it. 
From tbe days when Benjamin Frank­ 
lin was our minister at Paris until now 
American envoys and our system of 
plain dealing have been laughed at by 
tbe great scholars of continental diplo­ 
macy. The American minister has al­ 
ways been a creature more or less apart. 
There were conferences, disputes, dis­ 
cussions and intrigues In the diplomatic 
circle of every oapital, but because 
America was far away and had not yet 
become a world power tbe American 
minister was never taken toto these 
sooncils. 
’’Oar diplomacy will change. It must 
abanga, because hereafter onr men must 
give their lives to the study of world 
making. As it la now a man is appoint 
ed from private life and sent to serve 
his country in a foreign land. He may 
not speak the language. Few of our 
ministers are conversant with other 
tongues. Ho knows nothing of the bab 
Its, customs aud traditions of tbe people 
among whom he is sent. He is unfa 
miliar with court usage, except as It is 
briefly laid down in his instruction. 
Most of these things he is compelled to 
learn from the clerk or servant left at 
(he legation by tbe preceding minister 
or he must ask many embarrassing ani 
foolish questions of the dean of tbe dip 
lomatio corps. 
’’ It eau be seen at what a great dis 
advantage tbe American minister is 
placed. The diplomatists of Europe are 
reared for their profession. In all conn 
tries they must be men of good aecia 
position and possessed of sufficient 
means to support them during their ap 
prentioeibip, when they receive no 
money. They are compelled to pass so 
vere examinations before they are ac 
csp ted, an examination more extended 
in its scope than that necessary for tbe 
degree of A. B. in tbe United States. 
If accepted, .they remain in tbe diplo­ 
matic service until death or resignation 
These men start as attaches and gradu­ 
ally work their way by merit and Influ­ 
ence to the position of minister pleni­ 
potentiary or embassador. 
They are 
changed from post to post, so that they 
become familiar with tbe politics and 
people of many lands. With anoli valu­ 
able training they ere able to perform 
important service. Our ministers have 
no training whatever, and, no matter 
bow intelligent be may be, it takes a 
new man at least a year in a post before 
be cen begin to do valuable work. Tbe 
handicap of not knowing tbe language 
cannot be exaggerated. 
’’Snob are our diplomatists as com­ 
pared with those of Europe. Tho only 
tbiug that saves our disadvantage from 
being fatal is onr system of procedure— 
tbe ’new diplomacy’ of Sir Edmund 
Monson 
To begin with, other nations 
address their communications in tbe 
language of tbe country addressed or in 
French.

This 
bas helped to make tbe English Un 
guage • rival to French as a court 
tongue. We forced it upon them, blunt 
ly* doggedly, just as we are now forcing 
upon them our system of diplomacy. 
"A European diplomat works by in 
taiga* 
dissimulation. His useful 
ness depends greatly upon tbe tofornia 
tion be gains secretly. Two hundred 
years ago a great Englishman remarked 
’We send our ministers to lie abroad.’ 
Tbe American diplomacy bas always 
been tbe reverse of this. We ask for what 
we want and insist upon it. Onr corre­ 
spondence is polite, but brief, to tbe 
point aud forceful. Secretary Olney’s 
letters aud tostroctious were always 
plain and succinct. He was wont to 
write, ’Present this matter to tbe gov 
eminent, explain onr position and tell 
them that we most sud will insist that 
onr demands be granted.’ 
“ On tbe other side the policy was one 
of delay—long, vexations delay. Batter 
foxes were resorted to and the main 
question evaded, often until there were a 
now MH-retary of state and a new minis 
ter. aud then tbe question would be a1 
towed to drop, or else would be begun 
all over aga to 
In few cases have we 
been met with a flat refusal. 
In such 
cases we have dissented and allowed the 
matter to stand undecided without re­ 
ceding from oar position, to many conn 
tries today there are such questions, anc 
at intervals they are revived until at 
fast American persistence gains its end. 
’’This straightforward way of pro­ 
ceeding was tbe object of ridicule until 
America’s advent as a world power. 
Now it is established by long precedent 
that we will neither deceive nor permit 
deception. Sir Edmund Monson was tbe 
first to give this realisation public ut- 
tei anoa. That it baff bean known and 
tho result foreseen for a long time is 
•bown by England’s adoption of It as a 
folio?. Tho ’now diplomacy, * in tho 


popular mooning of tho word, la not | P— 
ffin O,* 
iplnraaoy ot oil. It is simply knowing 
what we wont, fearlessly mylng it and 
insisting upon it with a disregard of 
consequences. 
’’ Before tbe war with Spain seemed 
eveu probable a Frenoh diplomat said 
to me: ’You Americans cannot keep out 
of tbe great family muob longer. When 
the day arrives for your interest In ’’tho 
open door” and in the eastern questions 
>0 become real and immediate* yon will 
have to abandon four present diplo­ 
macy. It Is only a question of time.’ Tho 
Int part of his prediction has oome 
true, but except In regard to our school- 
ng of diplomats it is tbe old world (bat 
must ohange aud not tbe new.’’—New 
York Journal.

CIVILIZING AFRICA. 


N F W SCHEME TO ABOLISH S L A V E D 


IN THE DARK CONTINENT.

Hull Chatelaine, writing to The Amer 
lean Magazine about hiH plan for civi 
lizing Africa, nayn: On July 19 last I 
started for the Interior of Africa, where, 
on the high tablo land a, 500 miles from 
the coaftt, I am building model villaget. 
Hero, in the heart of the dark conti­ 
nent, I am Introducing to the native* 
tlio flrnfc stages of civilized life and by 
systematic effort starting the civilizing 
of t it if* part of the country. The villages 
are being built on what aro now wild 
wastes of land. 
No expedition, however large, will 
ever be able to stamp out slavery in 
Africa by force, for the very reasonable 
fact that it is extremely unlikely that 
any expedition will ever be sent here 
of large enough proportion to success­ 
fully cope with the 250,000,000 natives 
who believe in this ancient and baneful 
custom 
The plan 1 am working upon for the 
dvilizing of this great continent, or at 
least a part of it, is different from any 
hing before tried. 
In substance, it is 
the acquirement of fertile lands by ces­ 
sion from European governments and 
by purchase from native chiefs. 
(Jpon 
these lands we uro building model vil­ 
lages and towns, composed of free native 
sc filers and liberated slaves. 
Quality 
rather than quantity is aimed nt. 
Such villages, when completed, will 
at once radiate good influence and will 
bo object lessons to all the dark regions 
around. 
Ah soon as the natives see for 
themselves how' much easier and more 
profitable life is under civilized methods 
of living than tinder their savage cus 
toms they quickly move to the villages 
and become a part of them. In joining 
the village they have to ienounce slave 
Limiting, 
polygamy, 
witchcraft 
and 
rum 
This, 1 think, from my experi­ 
ence with them, many thousands of 
them will very readily do, when they 
ire for themselves how well the villages 
j * t along without any of these evil in- 
tiuenees to which they have been accus­ 
tomed 
The natives, although barbarous, are 
quick to learn and are great imitators. 
When once shown how to do a certain 
thing, th ey remember it and makegood 
workmen 
They are strong and able- 
bodied and capable of accomplishing 
great results when started on the right 
tiuek 
The first of these villages is be­ 
ing established between Benguolla and 
Lake Nyassa, in the southwestern part 
of the continent. High tablelands exist 
in this region, and here, 6,000 feofc 
above the sea level, the town is being 
laid out 
The climate is healthful, and 
the soil is particularly good. 
As quickly as possible each village 
will he made self supporting. 
The na­ 
tives are being taught house buildiug, 
farming and various 
industries and 
trades 
All the members of my expedi­ 
tion fare much the same as the natives 
—eating the same food and living in 
houses built of native materials, but 
soon we shall teach the natives im­ 
proved methods of agriculture and the 
cultivation of all the new products nec­ 
essary for the maintenance and develop­ 
ment of the village. 
The native settlers will also soon bo 
taught carpentering, blucksmithing and 
other lines of work and industry, and 
gradually there will spring up a self 
made and self supporting town, con­ 
structed on modern lines. 
When once 
thoroughly established, it will probably 
grew rapidly, as every native that joins 
will bn an incentive to others to follow 
suit, 
and having once demonstrated 
that by joining us they can improve 
their condition we shall have no diffi­ 
culty in getting recruits. 
As soon as 
this first village is thoroughly establish­ 
ed wo will start a second one on the 
same lines, some distance farther in­ 
land. 
In like manner, a third and a 
fourth will be added, and so on until 
all this section of the country is dotted 
with them. 
Tbo natives are not being pressed to 
join any of these villages. 
Work is be­ 
ing pushed with the express purpose of 
creating an object lesson for them, and 
of their own free will they make appli­ 
cation to come in and be granted their 
assignment of land on which to build 
their house and help develop the re­ 
sources of the country. 
Each village 
will be conducted ou civilized and mod­ 
ern principles and everybody will work 
for the advancement of tho district. 
In 
this way Africa will be civilized by 
peaceful methods, which I believe is 
the only way it will ever be done. 
Un­ 
der our plan the natives are really civi­ 
lizing themselves.

A SERIOUS PR0ULUAI.

COMPASS AND 
THE GROWING 
USE OF ELECTRICITY.

Although the invention and introduc­ 
tion of the trolley system of street rail­ 
way* have been of inestimable value to 
civilization it has incidentally wrought 
some harm hero and there. 
Emphasis 
was laid on one of these drawbacks to 
electric traction in tbouddn ss delivered 
by Professor A. W. Rucker at a recent 
meeting of the British Association For 
tho Advancement of {Science. 
In various parts of the world observa­ 
tories have been established for the pur 
pose of keeping track of the changes in 
tho direction in which the magnetic 
needle points. 
It was long ago discov­ 
ered not only that tho compass does not 
aim directly at tho north pole, but that 
tho amount of variation in its indiea 
lions from true north undergoes slow 
alterations. 
Hence it is necessary to 
make fresh charts, showing tho varia 
tion for different parts of the globe 
every few years. 
But in order to get 
tho data for such corrections—of tho 
highest importance to the surveyor and 
mariner—it is requisite that careful ob­ 
servations bo made continuously at a 
number of widely separated points. 
Two of tho most famous and hitherto 
useful institutions of this class are situ­ 
ated in Washington, in the grounds of 
the naval observatory and in Toronto. 
The interference of the electric currents 
that run through the earth and the 
track of trolley lines which have been 
constructed near these observatories in 
terfcre so much with the behavior of 
th*' instruments of both places that the 
records now obtained are practically 
worthless. 
And the experts are greatly 
puzzled by the problem of escaping from 
this vexatious interruption of their 
work. 
So delioate are the influences which 
the magnets in such an observatory are 
intended to investigate that they can be 
perceived only when the apparatus is 
most scrupulously guarded. 
Tho room 
in which they are mounted is under­ 
ground. Visitors nro never admitted ex­ 
cept under unusual circumstances and 
are required to deposit their jackknives, 
keys and all other metallic objects about 
their persons before entering tho apart­ 
ment. 
The magnets, generally bars of 
steel not over six inches long, are poised 
above a scale that is graduated to tho 
most minute fractions, and a telescope, 
on an adjacent pillar, is used to read 
the fluctuations, which are too small to 
be discernible by tho unassisted eye. A 
tiny mirror, as big as a dime, catches a 
beam of light more slender than the 
lead in a pencil and reflects it away to 
a sheet of slowly moving photographic 
paper, on which a permanent record is 
made. The arrangement of the apparatus 
is such tlmt the movement of the mag­ 
net is magnified many times in the rec­ 
ord, in order to render the changes per­ 
ceptible. 
There are three sets of instruments 
on duty in such an observatory. 
One 
swings horizontally, like a mariner’s 
compass. 
Another dips up and down 
A third is designed to measure tho in­ 
tensity of the earth’s magnetism, which 
is a separate thing from the direction 
in which it acts. 
And so sensitive nro 
they that their readings are apt to lie 
interfered with by exceedingly trivial 
causes. It is customary for tho superin­ 
tendent to inscribe on the scroll “ Visit 
ors adm itted,” whenever such a breacli 
of the regulations is permitted, so that 
if any abnormal fluctuation is detected 
in the motion of the magnets n suspicion 
of its meaning will be excited in tho 
mind of the scientist who afterward ex­ 
amines the photographic trace. 
In spite of tho delicacy of tho appa­ 
ratus, it may seem surprising to tho lay 
mind that tho passage of trolley cur­ 
rents at a distance of many rods from 
tho observatory should bo able to affect 
tbo instruments within. 
But they do, 
and it is impossible to separate in the 
record the variations produced by genu­ 
ine changes in terrestrial magnetism 
from those which are caused by tho 
trolley. 
Professor Rucker said a few 
days ago: “ From all parts of the world 
we 
hear of observatories ruined or 
threatened by tho invasion of the elect- 
trical engineer. 
Toronto and Washing­ 
ton have already succumbed, Potsdam, 
Parc St. Maur, Greenwich and Kew are 
besieged, and tho issue largely depends 
upon whether these great national ob­ 
servatories can or cannot make good 
their defense.” 
Although the practical service to 
mankind which is rendered by institu­ 
tions of this class is alono sufficient to 
justify their maintenance and to w ar­ 
rant alarm us to their future, there are 
other questions involved which possess 
profound interest for the philosopher. 
We know that tho earth is a magnet, 
but as yet no oue is able to say what 
makes it so. The fundamental secret of 
terrestrial 
magnetism 
lias not been 
solved. 
Then, too, there are various 
changes in direction which mark the 
behax it r of the needle that remain to 
be explained. 
What influence is it that 
makes the needle swing to and fro to a 
microscopic extent every day? Why is it 
that the diurnal swing is greater in 
years of sun spot abundance than at tho 
minimum stage of solar activity? Why 
do the indications of the needle differ 
in summer from those of winter? What 
is the key to the mystery of the long 
period movement that makes it neces­ 
sary to rechart the situation? What 
causes the convulsive behavior of the 
magnets for a few hours or days when 
thtie is a great outbreak of sun spots? 
And is there any relation Lctweeu the 
weather 
and the fluctuation^ in the 
earth’s magnetism? There are theories 
on these subjects, but no generally ac­ 
cepted doctrines, and the human mind 
is so constituted that it will not rest 
uutii further light is obtained.—New 
York Tribune.

■ •ll Chatelaine la Establishing Is l! 
Rapport I nu Villages W ith I ad aa- 
trloas Native lahabltaats — W hat 
th# Native Settler* Are Taapht* 


Bali Chatelaine, w riting to The Amer­ 
ican Magazine about hi* plan for civi­ 
lizing Africa, Raja: On Ju ly 19 last I 
Marted for the Interior of Africa, where, 
on the high table land*, 600 m iles from 
the coast, I am bnilding model village!. 
Here, in the heart of the dark conti­ 
nent, I ara introducing to the nativea 
the first stages of civilized life and by 
systematic effort starting the oivilizing 
of this part of the country. The villages 
we being bnilt on w hat are now Wild 
wafter of land. 
No expedition, however large, w ill 
ever be able to stamp oat slavery in 
Africa by force, for the very reasonable 
fact that It is extremely unlikely th at 
any expedition will ever be sent here 
of large enough proportion to anooeaa- 
fully cope w ith the 260,000,000 nativea 
who believe in this ancient and baneful 
custom. 
The plan I ora working upon for the 
iivilizing of this great continent, or at 
leant a part of it, is different from any 
thing before tried. 
In substance, it la 
the acquirem ent of fertile lands by oea 
aion from European governments and 
by pnrchafto from native ohiefs. 
Upon 
these lands we are building model vil 
lagos Aud towns, composed of free native 
settlers and liberated slaves. 
Quality 
rather than quantity is aimed at. 
Such villages, when completed, w ill 
at onoe radiate good influence and w ill 
be object lessons to all the dark regions 
aronnd. 
As soon as the nativea aee for 
themselves how ranch easier and more 
profitable life is under civilized methods 
of living than under their savage ens 
toms they quickly move to the villages 
aud become a part of them. In joining 
tho village they have to renounce slave 
hunting, 
polygamy, 
w itchcraft 
and 
rum 
This, I think, from my expert 
race with them, many thousanda of 
them will very readily do, whon they 
ace for themselves how well the villages 
g it along without any of these evil in 
tiuences to which they have been aeons 
tomed 
The natives, although barbarous, are 
quick to learn and are great im itators. 
VV lieu once shown how to do a certain 
thing, they remember it and makegood 
workmen 
They are strong and able­ 
bodied and capable of accomplishing 
great results when started on the right 
truck. 
Tiio first of these villages is be 
lug established between Benguella and 
Luko Ny ii HHH, in tho southwestern part 
of the continent. High tablelands exist 
in this region, aud bere, 6,000 feet 
above the sea level, the town is being 
laid oat. The climate is healthful, aud 
the soil is particularly good. 
As quickly us possible each village 
will be made self supporting. 
The na 
fives are being taught house building, 
farming and various 
industries and 
trades 
All the members of my expedi 
tion fare much the same as the nativea 
—eating tho same food aud living in 
bouses built of native materials, but 
soon we shall teach the natives im 
proved methods of agriculture and the 
cultivation of al! tho new products nec­ 
essary for the maintenance and develop 
tuont of the village. 
The native settlers will also soon be 
taught en rpm tiring, blacksmithing and 
other lines of work aud industry, and 
gradually thoro will spring up a self 
made aud self supporting town, con­ 
structed on modern lines. 
When onoe 
thoroughly established, it will probably 
grow rapidly, us every native that joins 
will bef an incentive to others to follow 
suit, 
and having once demonstrated 
timt by joining us tiny can improve 
their condition we shull have no diffl 
culty in getting recruits. 
As soon aa 
this first village is thoroughly establish 
ed we will start a second ouo on the 
same lines, some distance farther in­ 
land. 
In like manner, a third aud a 
fourth will be added, and so ou until 
all this section of the country is dotted 
with them. 
The natives are not being pressed to 
join any of these villages. 
Work la be 
Ing pushed with the express purpose of 
creating an object lesson for them, and 
of their own free will they make appli­ 
cation to come in and be granted their 
assignment of land on which to build 
their house aud help develop the re 
sources of the country. 
Each village 
will be conducted on civilized and mod­ 
ern principles aud everybody will work 
for the advancement of tho district. 
In 
this way Africa will be civilized by 
peaceful methods, which I believe is 
the only way it will evor be done. 
Un 
der our plan the natives are really oivi 
iziug themselves.

Although the invention and introduc­ 
tion of the trolley system of street rail­ 
ways have been of inestimable value to 
civilization it has incidentally wrought 
some harm bere and there. 
Emphasis 
was laid on one of these drawbacks to 
electric traction in the address delivered 
by Professor A. W. Rucker at a recent 
meeting Of the British Association For 
the Advancement of Science. 
In various parts of the world observa­ 
tories have been established for the pur­ 
pose of keeping track of the changes in 
the direction in which the m agnetic 
needle points. It was long ago discov­ 
ered not only that the compass does not 
aim directly at the north pole, but that 
the amount of variation in its indica­ 
tions from trne north undergoes slow 
alterations. 
Hence It is necessary to 
mako fresh charts, showing the varia­ 
tion for different parts of the globe 
every few year*. 
But iu order to get 
the data for such corrections—of the 
big bent importance to the surveyor and 
m ariner—it is requisite that careful ob­ 
servations be made continuously at a 
number of widely separated points. 
Two of the most famous and hitherto 
useful institutions of this Glass are situ­ 
ated in W ashington, in the grounds of 
the naval observatory and In Toronto. 
The interference of the electric currents 
that run through the earth and the 
track of trolley lines which have been 
constructed near these observatories in­ 
terfere so much w ith the behavior of 
the instrum ent* of both places that the 
records now obtained are practically 
worthless. 
And the experts are greatly 
puzzled by the problem of escaping from 
this vexatious interruption of their 
work. 
So delicate are the influences which 
the magnets in such an observatory are 
intended to Investigate that they can be 
perceived only when the apparatus is 
most scrupulously guarded. 
The room 
in which they are mounted Is under­ 
ground. Visitors are never adm itted ex­ 
cept under unusnal circumstances and 
are required to deposit their jackknives, 
keys and all other m etallic objects about 
their persons before entering the ap art­ 
ment. 
The magnets, generally bars of 
steel not over six inches long, are poised 
above a Seale that is graduated to the 
most m inute fractions, and a telescope, 
on an a'djacent pillar, is used to read 
the fluctuations, which are too small to 
be discernible by the unassisted eye. A 
tiny m irror, aa big as a dime, catches a 
beam of light more slender than the 
lead In a pencil and reflects it away to 
a sheet of slowly moving photographic 
paper, on which a perm anent record is 
made. The arrangem ent of the apparatus 
la such that the movement of the m ag­ 
net is magnified many times in the rec­ 
ord, in order to render the change*per­ 
cept! blo. 
There are three sets of instrum ents 
on duty in such an observatory. 
One 
twinge horizontally, like a m ariner’s 
compass. 
Another dips up and down. 
A third la designed to measure the in­ 
tensity of the earth’s magnetism, which 
Is a separate thing from the direction 
in which It acta 
And so sensitive are 
they that their readings are apt to be 
Interfered w ith by exceedingly trivial 
causes. It is customary for the superin­ 
tendent to inscribe on the soroli ‘'V isit­ 
ors adm itted,” whenever such a breach 
of the regulations is permitted, so that 
lf any abnormal fluctuation is detected 
In the motion of the magnets a suspicion 
of its meaning w ill be excited in the 
m ind of the scientist who afterw ard ex­ 
amines the photographic trace. 
In spite of the delicacy of tho appa­ 
ratus, it may seem surprising to tho lay 
mind that the passage of trolley cur­ 
rents at a distance of many rods from 
the observatory should be able to affect 
the instrum ents within. 
But they do, 
and it la impossible to separate in the 
record the variations produced by genu­ 
ine changes in terrestrial magnetism 
from those which are caused by the 
trolley. 
Professor Rucker said a few 
days ago: “ From all parts of the world 
we bear of observatories ruined or 
threatened by tho invasion of the elec­ 
trical engineer. Toronto and W ashing­ 
ton have already succumbed, Potsdam, 
Parc St. Maur, Greenwich and Kew are 
besieged, aud the issue largely depends 
upon whether these great national ob­ 
servatories can or cannot make good 
their defense. ” 
Although the practical service to 
m ankind which is rendered by iustitu- 
lions of this class is alone sufficient to 
justify their maintenance and to w ar­ 
rant alarm as to their future, there ara 
other questions involved which possess 
profound interest for the philosopher. 
We know that the earth is a magnet, 
but as yet no one is able to say what 
makes it so. The fundam ental secrot of 
terrestrial 
magnetism 
has not been 
solved. 
Then, too, there are various 
changes in direction which mark the 
bebat h r of the needle that rem ain to 
be explained. 
W hat influence is it thai 
makes the needle ewing to and fro to a 
microscopic extent every (lay? Why is it 
that the diurnal swing is greater in 
years of sun spot abundance than at the 
minimum stage of solar activity? Why 
do the indications of the needle differ 
in summer from those of winter? W hat 
is the key to the mystery of the long 
period movement th at makes it neces­ 
sary to rechart the situation? W hat 
causes the convulsive behavior of the 
magnets for a few hours or days when 
these is a great outbreak of sun spots? 
And is there any relation I ct ween the 
weather aud the fluetuatioub in the 
earth's magnetism? There aire theories 
on these subjects, bot no generally ac­ 
cepted tlootriucf, aud the human mind 
is so constituted that it will (jot rest 
until further light ta obtained.— New 
York Tribune.

Note* From Kaiisas. 
Alfalfa vs. Millet for M ilk —Mr. C. 
Carlson, a patron of the Manhattan 
Creamery, milks three cows. 
Up to 
the 20th 
of February he had been 
feeding these cows one ton of alfalfa 
every 30 days, and had been sending 
to the creamery an average of 54 lbs of 
milk per day, besides what was needed 
at home for the use of a large family. 
At this time, which was during the 
tevere cold weather of February, his 
milk was testing 4.6 per cent and but­ 
ter fat was worth 17 cents a pound, 
we will estimate the skim-miik at the 
low price of 15 cents per 100 pounds. 
For 30 days this would amount to 
$14.84 or $4.95 per cow per month. 
Having a chance to sell alfalfa at a 
good price Mr. Carlson thought 
he 
would feed millet. 
He tried it for 
two weeks with the result that his 
cows gave an average of 421/£ pounds 
of 4.1 per cent milk, besides what was 
needed at home. 
Had millet been fed 
b month instead of two weeks the av­ 
erage would doubtless have been low­ 
er. hut taking the figures at the above 
rate for 30 days, the income from the 
three cows would he $10.60 or an aver­ 
age of $3.53 per cow per month. Grant­ 
ing that the cows received no more 
millet than alfalfa, the results show 
that the latter is worth $4.24 more per 
ton than millet for milch cows. 
*

A Dairy School 
for 
Kansas.—On 
March 4 the Kansas legislature passed 
a hill making appropriations for 
the 
State Agricultural College, in which 
$25,000 was allowed for a dairy build­ 
ing. $6,000 for equipment of building, 
and $3,000 for a herd of cows and a 
place to put them. 
This is a much 
needed addition to the equipment of 
the Agricultural college and will be 
greatly appreciated by the dairy in­ 
terests of the state. 
Beginning Ja n u ­ 
ary 2, 1900, and 
lasting 
for 
twelve 
weeks, there will he three courses of­ 
fered in dairying, a course in cream­ 
ery buttermaking, a course in cheese 
making, and a course in private dairy­ 
ing. 
The latter course might also he 
called a 
creamery 
patron’s 
course. 
Special attention will be given to the 
production of milk. 
For the first time 
in the history of the 
state, Kansas 
voting men will have an opportunity 
to perfect themselves in any branch 
cf dairying they desire. 
Applications 
are already coming in for next year 
and it is to be hoped that a large num ­ 
ber of young men will avail them ­ 
selves of the opportunities at the K a n ­ 
sas Agricultural College.—D. H. Otis,

Fkim Milk Worth 40 Cents Per H un­ 
dred.—An experiment at the Kansas 
station completed Feb. 24, with three 
lots of pigs of six each, shows excellent 
returns from 
feeding 
skim-milk, as 
compared with alfalfa and cotton seed 
meal. 
They were fed all the ground 
Kaffir corn they would eat in addition 
to the other feeds. 
The skim-milk lot 
ate 40 per cent more grain and gained 
2.43 pounds per day each, against .88 
pounds for the 
alfalfa lot, 
and .95 
pounds for the cotton seed meal lot. 
In 22 days lot 1 ate 629 pounds ground 
Kaffir corn and 250 pounds alfalfa; 
lot 2, 5S8 pounds Kaffir corn and 93 
pounds cotton seed meal; lot 3, 8601& 
pounds Kaffir corn and 1,685 pounds 
skim-milk. 
Placing the cost of alfalfa 
at $6 per ton, this makes cotton seed 
meal worth $27.80 per ton and skim- 
milk 40 per cents per hundred. 
At the 
ordinary price of alfalfa. $3 per ton, 
skim-milk would be worth 20 cents per 
hundred.

progress 
during 
the 
extreme 
cold 
weather of February.—Ed. H. Webster.

Dairying in southern Illinois 
has helped in the raising of both pigs 
and poultry. 


Bent, A go for Brood Sow*. 
There is one of the vexed questions 
among swine breeders as well as far­ 
mers. 
Our observation has been that 
to breed only from young and not fully 
matured sows is to lose size in the off­ 
spring, says Michigan Farmer. 
If the 
sow is a good one, the breeder is wise 
in retaining her so long as she gives 
him a fair-sized litter of good 
pigs 
each year. 
We 
believe 
that 
many 
breeders have lost size, hone, and con­ 
sequently stamina, from relying en­ 
tirely upon young stock for breeding 
animals. 
The farmer who raises hogs 
for market, however, stands in a differ­ 
ent position from 
the 
breeder. 
His 
business is to furnish hogs 
for 
the 
block in the best finished and cheapest 
manner possible. Hence lie must have 
large litters of pigs which will mature 
quickly, and when ready for market 
will ship well and arrive at their des­ 
tination in the best condition to meet 
market requirements. 
If he 
has 
a 
brood sow- that is an extra good breed­ 
er, gives large litters and raises them 
well, then it is good policy to keep her 
several years—or until she begins 
to 
prove less satisfactory, and then m ar­ 
ket her. 
We believe a brood sow is 
always more satisfactory after she has 
bad at least one litter. 
She takes bet­ 
ter care of the young pigs, and as a 
rule is a better mother in every r e ­ 
spect. 
To market a brood sow after 
having only one litter, and relying 
always upon young ones, is not good 
policy. 
It will be better to have those 
a little older, and let the hoar he the 
youngest of the two. 
But each Indi­ 
vidual case should he treated by itself. 
T he best policy is to make a careful 
selection of the sows bred, and then 
keep tho one or more that proves the 
most satisfactory. 


E n g lish W»r on Condensed Milk. 
A report 
from London, 
England, 
says: 
An attempt has just been made by 
a deputation consisting of medical rep­ 
resentatives of the various local au- 
■ thoritles to Induce 
the 
government 
! practically to boycott condensed milk, 
I the sale of which in this country is 
! enormous. 
It is asked that a clause 
be added to the food and drugs bill 
by which it shall be made Imperative 
that manufacturers label their 
con­ 
densed milk as being unfit for food for 
children or invalids. 
Dr. Smith, chair­ 
man of the public health committee of 
camberwell vestry, said that children 
brought up on condensed milk invari­ 
ably suffered from rickets. 
I >r. Stocker 
said that 40 per cent of the children 
under 1 year of age th at died in tho 
district of Willesden last year died 
from the effects of condensed milk. Dr. 
J. Robertson of Sheffield said that as 
a food for children it was most dan­ 
gerous. 
The president of the hoard of agri­ 
culture said in reply that the govern­ 
ment could not undertake to protect 
the public against i t s e l f , or 
to 
put 
shackles on the public to prevent it 
from purchasing an article it might 
choose to purchase, but that the gov­ 
ernment would see that the public was 
clearly informed what it was buying. 
Now that the perils of condensed milk 
have been brought to the attention of 
the people, action of some sort is likely 
to be forced on the government. 


T he Start in Poultry. 
The best way to start in the poul­ 
try business on a large scale is to start 
with only a few', learn all you can 
about chickens, and then try to breed 
all the good birds you can take care 
of without crow'ding, the first year, 
savs Pacific Poultryman. 
If, at the 
end of the year, you are satisfied to go 
ahead, and have enough 
money on 
hand to get everything ready for a 
larger breeding flock, as well as to 
carry you through the year for the nec­ 
essaries of life, then you might quit 
your job and start in: hut remember, 
th at this first year is what counts. 
You learn whether you have a taste 
for the business, and get a pretty good 
idea of raising poultry. 
The second 
year you should he able to produce a 
flock large enough to enable you to 
go into it more heavily, and with or­ 
dinary success you should make a good 
living off of five hundred hens. 
\ve 
should strongly advise you,when start­ 
ing, to he governed by the following 
rules: First start with the best to be 
had; 
second, decide which you de­ 
sire to breed for—eggs or meat; third, 
get one variety, and stay with it. 


D a i r y i n g In S o a t h e r n Illinois. 
At the Illinois State Dairymen’s eon- 
ntion R. G. Welford, speaking on 
e above subject, said: 
In my expe- 
ence of 30 years in Illinois, Wiscon- 
q, Iowa and Missouri, I have 
been 
ught that wherever the milk cow 
there is prosperity whether the cli- 
a.te be good or bad. 
A cow will do 
much in southern Illinois as she 
11 in northern Illinois. 
When we 
st began using milk cows in our part 
the state, cows w-ere selling at from 
5 to $20 each, but now good cows 
ing twice that. 
This is caused by 
e increased demand and by the bet- 
r breeding. 
Dairying has Increased 
e sociability of the farriers, for they 
^et when they come to the creamery, 
bile they are waiting they discuss 
w to make good butter and how’ to 
ec their cattle.

feathers have laid more eggs in three 
months than some of the prize takers 
have in a whole year. 
The walking 
horse at county fairs has never been 
appreciated, and yet a fast w’alking 
horse is quite valuable, other things be­ 
ing equal. 
The production of butter 
in some breeds 
of cows 
has 
been 
brought up to a very high standard. A 
similar improvement in fowls will be 
a step in the right direction, but it 
cannot be secured by always showing 
up the dangerous side of the business. 


Aeration of Milk.—There is hardly 
a place in w’hich milk is used that will 
not pay to cool and aerate it at the 
same time. 
Such milk brought to the 
creamery or cheese factory, if all the 
patrons w'ould practice it, would show 
at once in the increased quality of the 
product and the price. 
The difficulty 
is that there are so many patrons who 
don't believe in any improvement if it 
is going to cost something to set it at 
w’ork. 
Yet, wherever there is a fac­ 
tory or creamery that has prevailed on 
the patrons to practice aeration and 
cooling, that institution stands high in 
the price received for its product.—Ex.

the 
creameries because they 
bring 
about road 
improvement 
and 
thus 
make it easier for people to get to the 
stores. 
Dairying in southern Illinois 
has helped in the raising of both pigs 
and poultry.' 
Motes From Kansas. 
Alfalfa vs. Millet for M ilk—Mr. C. 
Carlson, a patron of the Manhattan 
Creamery, milks three cows. 
Up to 
the 20th of February he had been 
feeding these cows one ton of alfalfa 
every 30 days, and had been sending 
to the creamery an average of 54 lbs of 
milk per day, besides what was needed 
at home for the use of a large family. 
At this time, which was during the 
revere cold weather of February, his 
milk was testing 4.6 per cent and but­ 
ter fat was worth 17 cents a pound, 
we will estimate the skim-milk at the 
low price of 15 cents per IOO pounds. 
For 30 days this would amount to 
114.84 or $4.95 per cow per month. 
Having a chance to sell alfalfa at a 
good price Mr. Carlson thought 
he 
would feed millet. 
He tried it for 
two weeks with the result that his 
cows gave an average of 42V6 pounds 
of 4.1 per cent milk, besides what was 
needed at home. Had millet been fed 
a month instead of two weeks the av­ 
erage would doubtless have been low­ 
er, but taking the figures at the above 
rate for 30 days, the income from the 
three cows would be $10.60 or an aver­ 
age of $3.53 per cow per month. Grant­ 
ing that the cows received no more 
millet than alfalfa, the results show 
that the latter is worth $4.24 more per 
ton than millet for milch cows. 
• • • 
A Dairy School 
for 
Kansas.—On 
March 4 the Kansas legislature passed 
a bill making appropriations for 
the 
State Agricultural College, In which 
$25,000 was allowed for a dairy build­ 
ing, $6,000 for equipment of building, 
and $3,000 for a herd of cows and a 
place to put them. 
This is a much 
needed addition to the equipment of 
the Agricultural college and will be 
greatly appreciated by the dairy in­ 
terests of the state. 
Beginning Janu 
ary 2, 1900, and 
lasting for 
twelve 
weeks, there will be three courses of­ 
fered in dairying, a course in cream­ 
ery buttermaking, a course in cheese 
making, and a course in private dairy­ 
ing. 
The latter course might also be 
called a 
creamery 
patron’s 
course. 
Special attention will be given to the 
production of milk. For the first time 
in the history of the 
state, Kansas 
young men will have an opportunity 
to perfect themselves in any branch 
of dairying they desire. 
Applications 
are already coming in for next year 
and it is to be hoped that a large num­ 
ber of young men will avail them­ 
selves of the opportunities at the Kan­ 
sas Agricultural College.—D. H. Otis. 
a» e e 
Skim Milk Worth 40 Cents Per Hun­ 
dred.—An experiment at the Kansas 
station completed Feb. 24, with three 
lots of pigs of six each, shows excellent 
returns from 
feeding 
skim-milk, as 
compared with alfalfa and cotton seed 
meal. 
They were fed all the ground 
Kaffir corn they would eat in addition 
to the other feeds. The skim-milk lot 
ate 40 per cent more grain and gained 
2.43 pounds per day each, against .88 
pounds for the 
alfalfa lot. 
and .95 
pounds for the cotton seed meal lot. 
In 22 days lot I ate 629 pounds ground 
Kaffir corn and 250 pounds alfalfa; 
lot 2, 588 pounds Kaffir corn and 93 
pounds cotton seed meal; lot 3, 860^ 
pounds Kaffir corn and 1,685 pounds 
skim-milk. Placing the cost of alfalfa 
at $6 per ton, this makes cotton seed 
meal worth $27.80 per ton and skim- 
milk 40 per cents per hundred. At the 
ordinary price of alfalfa, $3 per ton, 
skim-milk would be worth 20 cents per 
hundred. This 
experiment 
was 
in 
progress 
during 
the 
extreme 
cold 
weather of February.—Ed. H. Webster. 


H eat Ag* fo r B rood Row*. 
There is one of the vexed questions 
among swine breeders as well as far­ 
mers. 
Our observation has been that 
to breed only from young and not fully 
matured bowb is to lose size in the off­ 
spring, says Michigan Farmer. 
If the 
sow is a good one, the breeder is wise 
In retaining her so long as she gives 
him a fair-sized litter of good 
pigs 
each year. 
We 
believe 
that 
many 
breeders have lost size, bone, and con­ 
sequently stamina, from relying en­ 
tirely upon young stock for breeding 
animals. 
The farmer who raises hogs 
for market, however, stands in a differ­ 
ent position from 
the 
breeder. 
His 
business is to furnish hogs 
for 
the 
block in the best finished and cheapest 
manner possible. Hence he must have 
large litters of pigs which will mature 
quickly, and when ready for market 
will ship well and arrive at their des­ 
tination In the best condition to meet 
market requirements. 
If he 
has 
a 
brood sow that is an extra good breed­ 
er, gives large litters and raises them 
well, then it is good policy to keep her 
several years—or until she begins 
to 
prove less satisfactory, and then m ar­ 
ket her. 
We believe a brood sow is 
always more satisfactory after she has 
had at least one litter. 
She takes bet­ 
ter care of the young pigs, and as a 
rule is a better mother in every re­ 
spect 
To market a brood sow after 
having only one litter, and relying 
always upon young ones, Is not good 
policy. It will be better to have those 
a little older, and let the boar be the 
youngest of the two. 
But each indi­ 
vidual case should be treated by itself. 
The best policy is to make a careful 
selection of the sows bred, and then 
keep the one or more that proves the 
most satisfactory.

E n g lish W ar on C ondensed M ilk. 
A report 
from London, 
England, 
says; 
An attempt has just been made by 
a deputation consisting of medical rep­ 
resentatives of the various local au­ 
thorities to Induce 
the 
government 
practically to boycott condensed milk, 
the sale of which in this country is 
enormous. 
It is asked that a clause 
be added to the food and drugs bill 
by which it shall be made Imperative 
that manufacturers label their 
con­ 
densed milk as being unfit for food for 
children or invalids. Dr. Smith, chair­ 
man of the public health committee of 
camberwell vestry, said that children 
brought up on condensed milk Invari­ 
ably suffered from rickets. Dr. Stocker 
said that 40 per cent of the children 
under I year of age that died in the 
district of Willesden last year died 
from the effects of condensed milk. Dr. 
J. Robertson of Sheffield said that as 
a food for children it was most dan­ 
gerous. 
The president of the board of agri­ 
culture said in reply that the govern­ 
ment could not undertake to protect 
the public against itself, or 
to 
put 
shackles on the public to prevent it 
from purchasing an article it might 
choose to purchase, but that the gov­ 
ernment would see that the public was 
clearly informed what it was buying. 
Now that the perils of condensed milk 
have been brought to the attention of 
the people, action of some sort is likely 
to be forced on the government.

living off of five hundred hens.

should strongly advise you,when start­ 
ing, to ba governed by the following 
rules: First start with the best to be 
bad; 
second, decide which you de­ 
sire to breed for—eggs or meat; third, 
get one variety, and stay with it. 


D airy in g la flovthern Illinois. 
At the Illinois State Dairymen’s con­ 
vention R. G. Welford, speaking on 
the above subject, said: 
In my expe- 
rience of 30 years in Illinois, Wiscon­ 
sin, Iowa and Missouri, I have 
been 
taught that wherever the milk cow 
is there is prosperity whether the cli­ 
mate bs good or bad. 
A cow will do 
aa much in southern Illinois aa she 
will in northern Illinois. 
When we 
flrat began using milk cows in our part 
of the state, cows were selling at from 
$15 to $20 each, but now good cows 
bring twice that. 
This is caused by 
the increased demand and by the bet­ 
ter breeding. 
Dairying has increased
